Everything was free and 
evéryore but Sam Gompers at- 
tended. Sam said he could 
neither eat the barbecue nor drink 
the beer, so hé saw no reason for 
Spoiling the party by his presence. 
The rbecue was noticeable for 
an adsence of pickpockets, high- 
jackers, bootleggers and teetotalers 
and a good time was had by all 
at the expense of the local enter- 
talnment committee. 


IMBIBED INSPIRATION 

After the Juarez beer began to 
get in its work there were im- 
promptu dances in the casino of 

race track, women dancing 
with delegates wearing high- 
crowned Mexican hats, Mexican 
workmen dancing with American 
union delegates and officers of the 
law watching all of therm for 
journeymen pickpockets working 
overtime. A woman carrying four 
bottles of beer and a plate of 
barbecued meat was kissed by « 
union admirer as she made her 
28 way through the crowd 
of free lunchers to where her party 
was parked.
